Submission of Interim accident reports to Head Office. 



It was explained tnat interim reports are required mainly 
for statistical purposes. Statisxics of accidents are required for the 
juinual Report lor each year ending the 30th June and interim reports for 
all accidents occurring in that period are required to reach Head Office- 
oy 14tn July. At other times of the year interim reports should be 
forwarded as soon as possible. Interim reports in respect of accidents 
which are not investigated personally are also required except when a 
compaeted CA Form 4^4 j-s forwarded to Head Office reasonably soon after the 
accident date.
